failed to keep Local Board #10 informed as to his present whereabouts as. 
his questionnaire and correspondence mailed to him at the above address 
had been returned unclaimed, 


Subject was located by Special Agent WILLIAM O. STALCUP of the 

Seattle Field Division and a signed statement was secured from subject, 
disclosing that in the Spring of 1941 he left for Alaska where he was em- 
ployed ‘on a fishing boat and failed to notify his draft board of his change 
of address, In August 1941 subject received his questionnaire, claims that 

_ he filled it out and sent it in but failed to have it notarized, Subject 
in his signed statement, disclosed that. his present address was Room 38, 
Enpire Hotel, Seattle, and promised that in the future he would always 
notify his Local Board of a change of address, The signed statement was 
executed by subject on September 3, 1941. 


Assistant U. S. Attorney GERALD SHUCKLIN declined prosecution 
and on Becember 22, 1941, SHUCKLIN was advised by Iocal Board #10, Seattle, 
that subject's delinquency had been removed. 


A check of the records of Iocal Selective Service Board #10 on 
December 10, 1942, disclosed that subject, Order number 1309, was at that’ 
time classified in 2-B and according to the records of the Board, his last 
known address was at the Winslow Marine Railway and his last address sub- 
mitted to the Board was 4223 Main Street, Seattle.

This file reflected that 
Subject entered the. employment of Puget Sound Power & Light on June 28, 1946, as 
a fireman's helper and is now employed in the same capacity in the Steam Heat 
Department of the Central Division in Seattle. His address is listed as 2846 
Southwest 112th. The record indicates that he has no telephone, His Social 
Security number is 537-09-7877. His previous employment is.set out-as follows:

REEVE stated that it’ was possible to tell a Trotskyite by the fashion in 
which Trotskyites formed small groups or cliques or partake in individualistic 
action without Party supervision, REEVE. said the Communist Party has a pro- 
gram of centralism, which means that it has a strong ruling central party,

T+2 said that the skin boat owner is SAMMY: MOGG, an 
Alaskan, who took a party of tourists from Wales, Alaska, to 
Little Diomede Island, Alaska. T-2 advised that he had gone to | 
Little Diomede Island on June 14, 1953, where he had been 
informed by Mrs» SAMMYSMOGG that all of the men on the Island 
had gone seal and walrus hunting and were not available for 
interview at that time. : 


Mrs. MOGG ‘said that she had met the subject about 
three weeks previotisly in Nome, and that she understood his 
name to be CECIL OWNER or CECIL ONER. She said that he paid 
frequent visits to her home to see SAMMY MOGG, Sr., concerning 

_the possibility of going on a hunting trip.with Him. On one 
occasion in the early part’ of: Jtine, 1953, STONER brought up the 7 
subject of the Russians and said he aid not think ‘they were such 
bad people and he thought he could go over’ to Big Diomede Island 
whenever he wanted and that nothing would be done: to hin. 
Mrs. MOGG told’ T-2 that she advised him against it, inasmuch

According to Mrs. MOGG, the subject said and did 
nothing on the trip which would indicate his desire to go to 
Big Diomede Island. She said that he had two large bags, one 
of which she described as a yellow canvas type bag which could 
have been a rubber life raft, and a suitcase. Mrs. MOGG informed 
T-2 that the excursion party arrived at Little Diomede Island 
at about midnight, June 12, 1953. At about 2:00 A.M. onsdune 
13, 1953,.two of the tourists in the party, Mr. MAYNA AAHLSTROM 
and Mr. MARCUS AgCOOK, while going up the hill from the beach 
to the house in Which they were going to spend the night, met 
the subject who was coming down the hill. He told them he was 
going to sleep with a friend that he had met in Nome. 


According to Mrs. MOGG, the first individuals to see bles. 
subject rowing dri his rubber life raft were Mrs._PAUEZSOOLOGK— 
“and Mrs. ALICE#FYAPANNA.  .IYAPANNA advised SAMMY MOGG, Sr., who 
arrived at thé'shore too late to stop the subject but in time 
to see him nearing the north point of Big Diomede Island. 


Mrs. MOGG said that on June 13, 1953, at about 3:30 

in the afternoon, she and her husband, accompanied by the three 

women tourists in the party, Miss CATHY ROWLAND, Miss MADELINE 

“Az CRARY and Miss NEVILLE4BBOTT, climbed to the top of Little 
Diomedé Island and looked'out across Big Diomede Island two and 
one-half miles west to the Siberian coast approximately thirty 
miles to the west. They saw what Mrs. MOGG believes to be a 
skin boat with an outboard motor attached heading toward the 
Siberian coast from Big Diomede Island. Because of the distance, 
they were unable to determine the number of or the identity of 
its passengers.

Mr. SAMMY}MOGG,_Sr..,, who was born at Point Barrow, 
Alaska, on Juné 4, 1906, iS a furrier and tour conductor. His 
business address i8 at Pollet's Store in Nome, Alaska. MOGG 
stated that he had met the subject, whom he knew as CECIL ONER, 
about the middle of May, 1953, having been introduced to him 
by his brother-in-law, EDMWUGULIK., EUGULIK, upon introducing 
the subject to MOGG, advised that subject wanted to go on the 
walrus hunt to Little Diomede Island. It was not MOGG's 
intention to accommodate the subject on this trip, but when 
five other passengers canceled their tours, he decided to take 
STONER along. Between the middle of May and the actual 
departure for Little Diomede Island, MOGG and his crew hunted 
walrus and seals off the beach at Nome. STONER visited the 
MOGG home on several occasions and expressed the desire to go 
on these local trips. He said that he could not afford to pay 
for the small trips as he was saving his money for the trip 
to Little Diomede Island. MOGG said that he reluctantly allowed 
the subject to go on two of the trips in the Nome area as a 
passenger. About one week before the departure for Little 
Diomede Island, MOGG quit hunting in front of Nome and 
concentrated on getting his equipment and boats in shape. STONER 
helped and acted like a regular crew member. 
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MOGG: said that STONLP ee in to the MOGG residence 
one evening and advised that nis Laidlord had rented his room in 
nis absencee MOGG, therefore, elicowed STONER to stay in a vacant 
sueck next to his house. From tha tims on, he said, STONER 
cas a frequent visitor as the MOGGs' home. STONER told the 
u0GGs that he was a southerner and that he had a wealthy grand- 
father in California. He was very solicitous of the MOGG 
cuildrents welfare, 


One evening during a conversation at the MOGG home, 
Big Diomede Island was mentioned, at which time STONER said 
that he thought anyone could go there and not be bothered by 
the Russians. This became a constant theme of his, but since 
he continued to repeat everything he said, the MOGGs did not 
pay much attention to him. 


MOGG said that on the trip north from Nome to Wales, 
they stopped at Tin City, which was when he first noticed that 
STONER was carrying a collapsible rubber life raft which he had 
seen in the shack which he had loaned to STONER at Nome. He 
was annoyed at this because he had specified that no excess or 
needless baggage would be allowed on the trip. When he asked 
STONER why he had brought it, STONER said that he was planning 
to get off at Wales on the return trip. 


The party continued from Tin City to Wales, where 

they spent the night. All of the party slept in the school- 
house. As all of the baggage had to be unloaded and reloaded 
before departing for Little Diomede Island, MOGG suggested to 
STONER that the latter. leave the raft at Wales as long as he 
was coming back there. STONER, became annoyed at this suggestion 
and said thatthe ‘raft did not weigh much and‘ that he did not 
want his belongings separated and that- he intended to bring 

the raft along with him. Inasmuch as thé MOGGs were afraid of 
STONER's terrible temper, they gave into him and permitted him 
to take the raft’ with him. SAMMY MOGG récalled that the subject 
appeared to be an authority oh every topic under discussion. 
For that reason, he’ became somewhat unpopular with the crew 

who almost ignored‘him completely. 


MOGG said that’ STONER’ appeared: very “exeited when 
they finelly approached the landing at Little’ Diomede.

Yrefore doing so, all of the travelers were invited by the 


Homen passengers to have something to eat. 


- 0GG recalled that STONER did not appear right away. de stayed 


on the beach until the rest had started eating. When he came 
to the church, he did not remain long but ate quite a bit in 
a hurrye 


MOGG said that when everyone started to prepare for 
bed, he thought that STONER would stay in the cabin which he 
had arranged for the men passengers. Before going to sleep 
he said that he told ALICE IYAPANNA, who generally stayed up 
most of the night, to keep an eye on STONER around the village. 
He then went to bed. 


MOGG said that about 2:30 Saturday morning, June 13, 
1953, ALICE IYAPANNA came to his cabin very excited and told 
him, "That big man has gone to Diomede." MOGG said he went 
outside immediately, but by that time he could not see STONER 
with his naked eye. Through binoculars he spotted him rounding 
the northern point of Big Diomede Island. Shortly after 
rounding the point someone said he was coming back again. 
It looked to most of the people on the Island, who by this time 
had been awakened, that he was coming back because he came 
back into view, but circled back again and rounded the point 
again for the last time. He did not come back into view again. 
MOGG said that he had heard some talk to the effect that two 
shots resembling a signal had been fired, but he said he did 
not hear same. He also said that one of the young ‘boys on 
the Island reported that STONER carried a pistol in his 
shoulder holster when he was on the boat. 


SAMMY MOGG and his wife said that they both considered 
STONER as a passenger on this trip and not as a crew member. 
Mrs. MOGG said that from her conversations with the subject 
at her home, as well as from her observations of him while en 
route from Nome to Tin City to Wales to Little Diomede Island, 
it was her opinion that "CECIL is nuts." SAMMY MOGG was of 
the same opinion.

On June 19, 1953, on the beach at Wales, CHARLES 
ICKSON, who was born.at, Little Diomede Island on January 2h, anuary ly 
MI9ZG, a and who is employed as an oilér on one ™of™the dredges ‘ApS 
~onncd by the United States Smelting, Refining and Mining 
Company at Nome, advised that he was a crew member on the trip 
from Nome to Little Diomede Island with SAMMY MOGG. DICKSON, 
wno said he served in the Air Force from 1946 to 1949, and 
who is at the present time a Master Sergeant in the Alaska 
National Guard at Nome, said that he had seen STONER, whom he 
knew as ONER, on two walrus and seal hunting trips out of Nome. 
He considered STONER a friend of SAMMY MOGG. He said he spoke 
to STONER only when the latter spoke first. DICKSON considered 
the subject very argumentative. He did not hear the subject 
make any statements which he would construe as disloyal. He 
did not see the subject taking any notes or-making any sketches. 
DICKSON said that most of the crew members considered the 
subject a liar and definitely not well off mentally. DICKSON 
also identified the. aad from his photograph. 


Mr. FREDERICK/0' NA, who was born at_Little-Diomede—— 
Isiand_on. September lh .—1916,.and who is presently employed 
as a hunter and as a cat skinner by the Lomen Commercial 
Company at Nome, Alaska,. advised that when loading the skin 
boat at Wales for the trip to Diomede, he‘placed STONER's 
baggage, aboard the boat. He recalled that STONER had a ‘yellow 
bundle about four feet long which was the rubber life raft. 

He noted also that STONER had two packsacks. He was unable 

to determine the contents of these packsacks. Other than 
stating that the subject appeared extremely talkative without 
knowing what he was talking about, OZENNA had nothing further 
to offer concerning STONER, OZENNA did not observe the. sub ject 
taking pictures with a camera nor did he notice him making any 
notes, drawings or sketches. He also identified him from his 


photograph. . y/ 


Mr. clin ORE RaROH ES who was born in Red Wing, 
Sp oan eee 1920, advised that he is employed 
by the 5039th Maintenance Group, Elmendorf Air Force Base, 
Anchorage, Alaska, as a sheet metal worker. He resides on 
Elmendorf Air Force Base. He stated that he made this trip 
as a vacation tourist.

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DAHLSTROM recalled that he asked STONER if the latter 
had a place to sleep when the party reached Little Diomede 
Island, and STONER said that he was all set up in the village. 
DAH.STROM said that he had had a few short conversations with 
STONER about photography, both still and moving pictures. As 
a result of these discussions, Mr. DAHLSTROM felt that STONER 
knew nothing at all about photography. During the course of 
the conversations, STONER asked whether or not .it would be 
possible to get good photographs of Big Diomede Island. He 
spoke about that quite frequently, according to DAHLSTROM. 

He said that STONER attempted to speak as an authority on 
every subject under discussion. The fact that he kmew nothing 
at all about any activity or subject did not prevent him to 
convince people otherwise. DAHLSTROM could’ recall nothing 
fromthe subject's conversations which would have any bearing 
on his loyalty to the United States or on his atanding as a 
security risk. DAHLSTROM identified the subject from his 
photograph. 


MARCUS A. COOK, High School Teacher, Seward, Alaska, 
advised that he was a vacation tourist on this. trip with SAMMY 
MOGG and that he took this trip in order to get pictures of 
the Eskimos in their native habitat. Mr. COOK said that when 
he first. saw STONER at Nome, he thought he was a crew membere 
Mr. COOK, who identified the subject from his photograph, 
described him as a “psycho character." COOK said that although 
STONER was not an educated man, he argued constantly with a 
most irritating voice. He was quite dogmatic and spoke very 
loudly. ; 


When Mr. COOK and Mr. DAHLSTROM were preparing to 
retire on the morning of June 13,. 1953, COOK asked STONER if 
he was going to bed and STONER replied, "I think I'll stay 
below." COOK gathered ‘from that that STONER planned on staying 
with some acquaintance. on the Island. Sometime after he went 
to bed, possibly an hour or more later, a native woman opened 


“his door and said, "White man has gone." COOK said he did not 


recognize the woman and that he went back to sleep, and that 
about an hour later SAMMY MOGG came in and told him and 

Mr. DAHLSTROM that STONER had gone over to Big Diomede Island 
in a rubber boat. MOGG mentioned that some children had seen 
STONER place a pistol in a boat and he was then checking to 
find out whe ther any of the tourists had lost theirs. 
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Miss NEVILLE nee Xesorn, an artist and free lance 
writer, Post Office Box 53), Anchorage, Alaska, advised that 
the purpose of her trip was to gather materials and pictures 
for travel articles. Miss ABBOTT said that in her opinion 
STONER was "stupid and bullheaded." She said he was very 
belligerent and argumentative throughout the trip. Miss ABBOTT 
could offer nothing pertaining to the subject's loyalty to the 
United States nor could she recall his saying anything about 
planning a trip to Big Diomede Island. She never suspected 
that he contemplated such an act. 


Miss CATHY ROWLAND, tourist, who is employed by the 
727th Spt. Squadron, Military Air Transport Service, Elmendorf 
Air Force Base, Anchorage, Alaska, advised that she resides 
on Elmendorf Air Force Base. She described the subject as one 
who perpetually argued and contradicted everyone including the 
crew members. Miss ROWLAND, who identified the subject from 
his photograph, could offer nothing further pertaining to the 
subject's plans to go to Big Diomede Island or pertaining to 
his loyalty to the United States. She did not consider him as 
being very intelligent. 


Miss MADELINE MC CRARY, who is employed as a clerk 
by the District Engineers Office at Elmendorf Air Force Base, 
Anchorage, Alaska, and who Lives on Elmendorf Air Force Base, 
made the trip to Little Diomede Island to take photographs 
as part of her vacation. She said that she did not pay much 
attention to STONER, whom she knew as ONER, but that she made 
it a point not to speak to him unless absolutely necessary 
because he annoyed her with his mannerisms. She said that 
STONER gave no indication to her of his plans of going to Big 
Diomede Island, and that she knew nothing of it until the 
following morning when she learned from MOGG that STONER had 
gone. 


AT LITTLE DIOMEDE ISLAND, ALASKA?’ 


Because of poor weather and communication facilivies, 
when the writer arrived at Little Diomede Island on June 29, 
1953, most of the islanders were already on the Bering Sea en 
poute to Wales or Teller or Nome, Alaska, for visits of 
indeterminate length.

Confidential Informant Anchorage T-3 advised that 
when he was in Wales, Alaska, he received permission from SAMMY 
MOGG to accompany the excursion from Wales to Little Diomede. 
On Thursday morning, June 11, 1953, T~3 found out that Mr. MOGG 
and his party had arrived on the previous night. Mr. MOGG 
introduced his passengers and crew and CECI STONER to T-3. 

At that time, T-3 noted that the subject was dressed in heavy 
blue denim overalls, heavy blue-black checked wool shirt and a 
dark blue cap. T=-3 identified the subject from his photograph. 
T-3 said that while having coffee following the introductions, 
STONER and DAHLSTROM were discussing metals, and as a result of 
this conversation, T-3 had the impression that STONER had a 
fairly good knowledge of metals and he knew enough technical 
terms to express his views clearly. T-3.later heard that STONER 
was going to seek employment at Tin City, Alaska. 


T-3 said that the party left Wales for Little Diomede’ 
Island at approximately one on the afternoon of Friday, June 12, 
1953. He said that STONER did not speak much on the actual 
trip, but that he asked questions now and then about the walrus 
and seal hunting which was in progress. He noted that STONER 
asked questions and then tried to make an issue with the 
individual who answered the questions. He noticed that STONER 
and the crew did not get along very well. : 


Concerning his own conversation with STONER, T-3 
advised that when the party stopped at Fairway Rock, en route 
to Little Diomede Island, the subject inquired of him whether 
or not he thought Eskimo prepared dishes would sell in the 
United States, 


When the party arrived at Little Diomede Island at 
about 10:30 on Saturday night and started to unload the boat, 
T-3 left them immediately. About one in the morning, when T-3 
was preparing to go to sleep in the schoolhouse, he noticed 
that STONER was still chatting with the natives. At about 
1:30 in the morning, T-3 said that JAMBS/BROOKS, a visiting A 
scientist who was sleeping in the same xoom with him, heard “LO 
someone enter the hallway. When BROOKS returned to the room 
‘efter checking, T-3 asked him who it was and BROOKS informed 
Kim that it was STONER looking around. Both men went to sleep. 


At about four in the morning, CHARLES DICKSON, one > 
cf SAMMY MOGG's crew members, woke T-3 and advised him, "CECIL 
took off for Big Diomede." T-3 took his binoculars and looked ~

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out in the direction whore DICKSON pointed. He said he saw 
yething on the north point of Big Diomede, and upon determining 
thas DICKSON was quite sexvious end not jowing, he asked him 
why he had not been notified sooner, but could not get a 
savisfactory answer. Hs determined that no one with 
responsibility was made imown of STONER's flight until he was 
rounding the point of Big Diomede. 


T-3 advised that the boat which was seen going 
westward from Big Diomeds Island toward East Cape Siberia at 
about 5:20 in the afternoon following subject's departure was 
a whaling boat and that oars were being used. T=3 said that 
his reason for believing this is that if it had been a native 
skin boat with an outboard motor in the back, it would have 

‘ left a much bigger wake. He said that the distance was too 
far and the day too hazy to allow them to observe the 
passengers aboard. 


T-3 said that the subject definitely did not. have a 
motor when he arrived at Little Diomede Island nor did he have 
one when he left. He said that he was quite certain of that 
from his interviewing the natives. He said that ALICE IYAPANNA 
was under the impression that he was just playing around in 
his boat and was not going to make the two and one-half mile 
journey to Big Diomede Island. It was not until he was too 
far out in the current and was paddling quite heavily that 
she realized he was not coming back. 


‘Concerning subject's luggage, T-3 was informed by 
OLAF PISCOYA that the subject had two pack rolls in the large 
yellow parcel assumed to be the life raft. PISCOYA told T+3 
that he woulda “not let anyone* “fouch his’ baggage. “The subject 
apparently had discussed with a few of the natives the 
possibility of ‘going ‘over to Big Diomede Island but had never 
offered any of the natives any money nor had‘he requested them 
to take him over.’ T-3 said that on the trip from Wales to 
Little Diomede Island he assumed the subject to be a crew. 
member. From his conversations with the natives, T-3 said that 
it *s their opinion that the subject - was, not mentally stable. 


s +3 was giwstioned concerning any’ ‘signals which may 
neve pean vsed betweer. ‘the subject and anyone on the Island, 
pus observec that his investigation in-that regard failed 
to bving to Light anything along that Line. He said that it 
is common for the nen.’ in the lookout” tower: en Big Diomede 
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Island to fire pistol shots apparently as a means of communica- 
tion with other points on Big Diomede. T-3 gaid that he was 
never able to determine if there was any prearranged signal 
either visible or by sound made between any of the natives on 
Little Diomede Island with natives on Big Diomede Isiand, or 
between the subject and the natives on Big Diomede Island. He 
stated further that the natives on Little Diomede Island are 
very loyal to the United States and are very much afraid of 

the Russians on Big Diomede Island and would never allow anyone 
to cross over to Big Diomede Island if they could prevent same. 


JT~3 said that he had no reason to believe that the 
subject had access to any confidential military matters.

Corporal DAVID7MENADEL OOK, of the Alaska National 
Guard, informed T-3 thatfa’t about 5:00 P.M, on June 13, 1953, 
he observed from the top of Little Diomede Island with a twenty 
power scope a whaleboat leaving the north end of Big Diomede 
Island, headed toward East Cape Siberia. When last seen, it 
was still going near East Cape. At six minutes after five on 
the same date, Corporal MENADELOOK -saw four men at the 
observation point on Big Diomede Island looking toward Little 
Diomede Island. No firearms were observed and their dress was 
undistinguishable. They went back into the observation point 
after five minutes. T-3 said that from available information, 
it is not known if the above two observations have any definite 
comection with this investigation. 


JT-3 interviewed SAMMY MOGG, Jr., who was born March 
18, 1935, at Nome, Alaska, and who is at present a student at 
the Nome High School. SAMMY MOGG, Jr., was a crew member on 
the trip from Nome to Little Diomede Island, and the only 
‘4nformation of value which he could supply concerning this 
investigation was that STONER had asked him on one occasion 
the distance between Big Diomede Island and Little Diomede 
Island. SAMMY MOGG, Jr., was not able to answer the question. 


Mrs. BERNADETTENTRANTHAM, who is an Alaska Native 
Service schoolteacher at’Diomede, Alaska, had already left 


‘iomede by the time the writer arrived. “She had previously 
avised T+3 that MOGG's party arrived-at Little Diomede Island

ahout 10:30 P.M., Bering Standard Time, Friday, June 12, 
°53, Most of the party went to bed almost immediately as the 
zip from Wales was tiring. Mrs. TRANTHAM said that she learned 
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from the natives that no one in the boat got along with CECIL 
STONER. She stated that STONER did not retire when the rest 
of the travelers did, but that he remained near his baggage on 
the beach. He unloaded the baggage from the boat himself, 
according to Mrse TRANTHAM. 


{#3 advised that in the event the subject does return 
to Tittle Diomede Island, or in the event any information comes 
to any of the islanders concerning STONER, T-3 will be advised 
and will immediately communicate with this office. 


T-3 advised that OLAF PISCOYA, who resides in Nome, 
where he is employed as a carpenter by the Gassland Construction 
Company, made the trip as a crew member. PISCOYA told T-3 that 
he had seen STONER at SAMMY MOGG's house a number of times. 
During the trip to Little Diomede Island, STONER asked PISCOYA 
what was.on Big Diomede Island. He also asked him what would 
happen, in PISCOYA's estimation, to a person who would go to 
Big Diomede Island, PISCOYA replied that he did not Imow the 
answer to-either question. He told STONER that he had not 
been to Big’ Diomede Island in almost twenty years. He stated 
that tourists had asked him similar questions in the past so 
he attached little significance to STONER's inquiry. PISCOYA 
was quite irritated at STONER's comment when he told him that 
he had a son in the Army. STONER had said, "Itts a dirty. 
shame to send the kid up to serve as a target for nothing." 

As a result of that conversation, PISCOYA avoided STONER 's 
company. 


[T-3 interviewed CHARLES MENADELOOK, a hunter and 
ivory carver, of Nome and Little Diomede Island, who was a 

crew member ‘on SAMMY MOGG's excursion, MBNADELOOK did not care 
for STONER and’ ‘objected’ to “the manner in which STONER argued 
with him and ‘the ‘crew, “STONER asked him questions, such as 

the position’ of “the village on Big Diomede Island, the population 
of the Island’ arid how thé people were on that Island. 
MENADELOOK ,said ,that he answered that the people were probably 
the same ds they ‘always were and did not tell him the location 
of the village on the Island. After landing on Little Diomede 
Island, MENADELOOK ‘thought he heard STONER ad&ing the Little 
Diomede Island boat crews whether or not any of them could take 
him to Big Diomede Island. . He could not recall who STONER was 
talking to and he did not want to stop at that time to get 
involved in a conversation with STONER. 7° 
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It is to be noted that the allegation that STONER 
attempted to get someone on Little Diomede Island to take him 
to Big Diomede Island could not be substantiated. 


AT TELLER, ALASKA: 


On June 29, 1953, the following individuals fra 
Little Diomede Island, who were waiting out the weather at 
Teller, were interviewed:

The above individuals all identified the subject 
from his photograph. All of them stated independently that 
it was their opinion that the subject was not mentally stable. 
None of them had any idea as to the reason for the subject 
going to Big Diomede Island nor did. they know that he had 
planned to go there. None of them could give any information 
as to the contents of subject's knapsack. They stated that 
they were on Little Diomede Island when the tourist party 
arrived, but that immediately thereafter they left the Island 
in their skin boats to go seal and walrus hunting and, 
therefore, did not see the subject k ave the Island. 


ANDREW KUNIAK, age eleven, who does not speak English, 
advised, with the assistance of the above-named individuals, 
that the subject had what appeared to be a «38 caliber revolver 
and a shoulder holster, both of which he kept wrapped up in 
his gear on the skin boat. 


AT NOME, ALASKA: 


Mr. ROBERT BALDWIN, Cashier, United States Smelting, 
Refining and Mining Company, made available the employment 
secord for CECIL ALBERT ONER, Social Security Number 5 36-32-1317. 
“NER was employed from March 21, 1953 to an unspecified date 
in May, 1953. He was discharged because he could not get 
along with the head mechanic in the Blacksmith Shop at Camp 
No. 5, three miles outside of Nome. BALDWIN described the 
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/ 
head mechanic as cuORGEARULLICK, 0 thirty year resident of 
Nome. Subject, in his applicatior, \jJisted as the person to 
be notified in case of emergency ¢7ZMORNI3. Mr. BALDWIN 
advised that the subject had been ¢mpicyed Ly the company in 
1951 under the name of WILLIAM BRYAN2. Me. BALDWIN was not 
personally acquainted with the subject. -He said that during 
his employment with the company he sesided at the mining camp 
and to his knowledge had no access to any classified military 
or intelligence data. Pao 


Mr. A. C. WHEELER, Dredgemaster and Superintendent, 
Camp No. 3, United States Smelting, Refining and Mining Company, 
advised that he had to release the subject inasmuch as he was 
not a welder which he claimec to be when he applied for the 
job. Mr. WHEELER did not know anything pertaining to the 
-subject's patriotism or his personal habits. He sald the 
subject had a reputation of being a continuous talker. He said 
that the subject worked for a GEORGE KULLICK in the Blacksmith 
Shop and that he roomed with EDAWELLS, WHEELER described 
KULLICK and WELLS as good Americans. jk

Mr. EDWARD E. "WELLS, Electrician, U.S. Smelting, 
Refining and Mining Company, advised that the subject was his 
roommate when employed with this company. He described the 
subject as being extremely eccentric, if not insane. He said 
the subject took all kinds of pills and medicine, talked 
incessantly about nothing, read considerably from the Sears- 
Roebuck Catalogue only and was quite pro-Russian. The sub ject 
did not like anything about the United States, according to 
WELLS, but liked everything about Russia. He said that he 
could take a boat to Little Diomede Island and go to Russia 
and trade furs over there. He said that the Russians would 
be "tickled to death" to see him, and that all he needed to 
travel there was a skin boat. He said that once he got over 
there he could get by. WELLS did not think the subject had 
enough brains to get to Siberia. He said that the subject had 
no baggage here except some bedding which he had borrowed in 
Nome. The only clothing which he had was his overalls and 
underwear. WELLS said that he was responsible for the, 
subject's dismissal and that he went to see Mr. A. C BEELER lA 
and advised him that iff the subject was not discharged, he, JEM 
WELLS, would quit. He said that the subject and he would 
return to their room at night after a hard day's work for a 
few minutes rest before eating. The subject would pickup a 
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copy of the Sears-Roebuck Catalogue and read it out loud, much 
to WELLS's distraction. After he got through reading the 
catalogue, he would ask foolish questicns about the contents of 
the catalogue. When he was not dcing that, he would play on 

a mouth organ. When STONER told WELLS that he had a saxophone 
downtown, WELLS then went to the superintendent. WELLS had 

no reason to believe that the subject had any access to any 
confidential military or intelligence data. 


Mr, GEORGE KULLICK, a Russian-American, said that 
he never had any conversations with the subject, inasmuch as 
the Blacksmith Shop was too noisy to carry on unnecessary 
conversations. He could offer nothing of any value to this 
investigation. 


Sergeant RICHARD PAGANELLI, United States Air Force, 
advised that he was playing saxophone in a trio at the Board 
of Trade Bar in Nome one Saturday night in April, 1953. 
Shortly before midnight he noticed a heavy-set, dark complexioned 
individual wearing an odd peaked cap, blue denim overalls am 
heavy dark blue woolen shirt. He noticed the cap was too 
large for the man. Despite the fact that PAGANELLI was trying 
-to play the saxophone, this Individual, whom PAGANELLI 
identified as being the same as subject STONER, insisted on 
carrying on a conversation. In between’ tunes, this man — 
introduced himself to PAGANELLI as CECIL ONER. He asked 
PAGANELLI if he would be interested in teaching ‘him how to 
play the saxophone. He told PAGANELLI that he had a saxophone. 
The subject left the bar, got a saxophone and returned and 
requested that PAGANELLI play his saxophone. PAGANELLI asked 
him to put the saxophone together and he would play it; 
however, thesubjéct did not kndw’how ‘to put it together. He 
surmised then that the’ subject, was rather odd or that he had 
had too much’ to’ drink.’ PAGANELLI’ noted that the instrument 
had not been*played‘in’many months. It was in very poor 
shape and could not ‘be played... “PAGANELLI said. that from his 


conversations with the subject, following this incident, he = 
formed the opinion that, the subject was somewhat of a 
"character." ae RE ~ 


Father THOMAS CUNNINGHAM, S.J., Missionary. Priest, 
advised that he was on Little Diomedé Island when the skin 
boat excursion, of which the subject was a member, arrived. 
Ke met the subject only briefly, and recalled that he and 
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Mr. JAMES BROOKS, of the Cooperative Wildlife Unit, University 
-f Alaska, who was also on the Island, referred to the subject 
as a "plumber" because of his large overalls and large size 
cep. Father CUNNINGHAM said he did not engage in conversation 
with the subject. He identified the subject from a photograph 
of him. Father CUNNINGHAM said that it was his impression 
from talking with the natives who did talk with the subject 
that he was an "odd character." 


Mr. JAMES BROOKS, of the Cooperative Wildlife Unit, 
University of Alaska, advised that when the skin boat arrived 
at Little Diomede Island, he was on a fishing expedition and 
that he met the subject very briefly when he arrived home. 

He did not have any idea that the subject had. any intention 

of going: over to Big Diomede Island, and from his talking with 
the natives, he believes they had no idea. ‘It was his 
impression that if the natives had known what the subject had 
planned, they definitely would have stopped him. BROOKS got 
the impression from ALICE IYAPANNA that the reason she did not 
notify SAMMY MOGG sooner of the subject's departure was because 
she thought that STONER was just out boating for pleasure along 
the Little Diomede Island coast. She did not realize his 
intention until he was too far. away to stop hims 


Confidential Informant Anchorage T-2, previously 
identified, advised that during the ‘last two weeks of his stay 
in Nome, STONER lived in a house next to SAMMY MOGG, which 
house belonged to MOGG. Prior to that residence and subsequent 
to his employment with the U. S. Smelting, Refining and Mining 

Company, the subject lived in a house’ belonging to SARANTIS 
EATZEXStMEON, also known as NICK IMEON. T-2 advised that” 
"NICK “SIMEON “is the proprietor of 


the Glue Pot Confectionery 
Store in Nome. LS,

Mr. MARION JOHN BLATTLER, Butcher, Mercantile Meat 
Market, advised that he spends considerable time playing cards 
ani checkers and talking in the Glue Pot. In this manner he 
became acquainted with JOHNMKORNIS, but not with the subject. 
since the subject's departure from Nome, BLATTLER inquired 
of XORNIS what reason the sub ject might have for having gone 
to Little Diomede Island. KORNIS, a retired miner, seventy- 
sikuyeansof_ age, who is presently seeking employment, told 
FLATILER that the subject would be better off in Siberia. 
FCRNIS said that the subject might even get to go to school 
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in Russia. BLATTLER said that in order to get more informa- 
tion out of KORNIS, he told him that STONER had told him that 
he was previously a member of the Communist Party. BLATTLER 
advised the writer that STONER had never said this, but that 
lie told this to KORNIS to get him to tell him in the event he 
knew anything about subject's background. BULATTLER said that 
for a very brief moment KORNIS appeared to be surprised and 
ungry, and said to BLATTLER, "Did he tell you that?" BLATTLER 
replied, "Yes," and about that time some customers came up to 
the meat counter so the conversation ceased. BLATTLER said 
that he had not as yet had another similar occasion to question 
KORNIS. He belicved that KORNIS, himself, is a harmless old 
man but that he might have been pretty friendly with the 

sub ject since they both frequented the Glue Pot. 


Mr. BOYD HARWOOD, Proprietor of the Nome Drug Store, 
advised that he recalled the subject since the latter came to 
his store frequently requesting pills and medicine for his 
stomach trouble. HARWOOD credited the stomach trouble to 
overeating. He noted also that in the summer of 1951, when 
the subject had been in Nome, he always wore earmuffs inside 
the house and out. He also wore a very large hat, Mr. HARWOOD 
said. HARWOOD added he had no personal knowledge of the 
subject's activities while in Nome, but that it was his 
impression that the subject was "an odd character." 


MAY MULLER, Clerk, Nome Drug Store, advised that 
she had heard that the subject had said that he would like to 
go to Siberia to trade skins. She recalled also that the 
subject tried out his rubber life raft and outboard motor on 
the beach at Nome. She recalled that the subject had inquired 
of some of the children about mileage per gallon for the 
motor. The subject had rented a place next to hers, which 
is owned’ by GEORGE GEAMALIS who also owns MAY MULLER's housée 
GEORGEAGEAMALIS is a miner who has gone back into the 
mountains prospecting for the summer. MULLER could furnish no 
au fase information pertinent to this investigation. 


Ls Mr. MIKE WALSH, Contractor and a long-time resident 
of Nome, advised that he was not acquainted with the subject, 
but taat he has known JOHN KORNIS and NICK SIMEON for a long 
time. He believed that neither of the two were Communists 
ror potentially dangerous, as far as the security of this 
country is concerned. He described KORNIS as an old man, a 
psychic and spiritualist, and a Rosicruclan. He added that 
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in his opinion NICK SIMEON, although he was known to have 
subscribed to literature published by un-American organizations, 
was @ good American. He said that he was under the impression 
that SIMEON, when called before a Congressional Investigating 
Committee in Nome, about five years previously, had mece sone 
rash statement about communism being good for the working 1iasn. 
WALSH did not know what association or influence the subject 
had with either SIMEON or KORNIS. 


Mr, JAMES WALSH, Vice President, Pan American Airways, 
Ine., advised that he had not talked to the subject since his 
arrival in Nome, in 1953. However, he recalled that on the 
subject's previous visit to Nome, he arrived via Pan American 
Airways and had his personal effects, consisting of an outboard 
motor and a rubber boat, shipped by that airline to Nome from 
an outside point not recalled by Mr. WALSH. Mr. WALSH made 
available to the writer a note signed by BILL BRYANT, under 
which name the subject had been known in Nome, in 1951, 
requesting the airline to give JOHN KORNIS the motor and the 
boat. The subject, at that time, was in the custody of the 
United States Marshal's Office, being held as a fugitive from 
the State of Washington, to which he was subsequently returned 
to serve time for grand larceny. 


Mrs. ROSE SILVERMAN, Proprietor of the Trading Post, 
which is a surplus store, advised that she had the only new 
rubber collapsible life raft in Nome this summer and that she 
sold it to a bush pilot who still has possession of it. The 
subject never purchased any article in her store and she was not 
acquainted with him during his 1953 stay in Nome. She did 
recall him from his visit in 1951, when he was arrested by the 
United States Marshal. ~ 


‘ U. Se Marshal BEN MOZEE advised that the subject, 
who has FBI Noe 4.867013, was arrested as BILL BRYANT on 
March 29, 1951, and was held for authorities in the State of 
Washington. On April 2, 1951, STONER authorized JOHN KORNIS 
to hold his personal property for him. MOZEE advised that 
this personal property consisted only of a bedroll and some 
clothing, to the best of his knowledge. “he Marshal stated 
that when STONER was arrested in 1951, he had a life raft in 
his possession. Mr. MOZEE had no knowledge pertaining to the 
subject's loyalty to the United States.

There was no record of the subject at the Northern 
Commercial Company in Nome, nor was he known personally ov 
Mr. DEWEY GOODRICH, Marages, or Mrs, CLRISTINE WABDHELM, » 
long-time employee. 


There was no record of STONER at the Nome Peiice 
Department nor was he known personally by Chief of Polics 
CLYDE GLASS or former Chief of Police WILLIAM LAWS. 


The records of the United States Marshal's Office, 
Nome, Alaska, reflect that BILL BRYANT, with alias of CECIb 
AUGUSTUS STONER, a white male, was arrested on Merch 29, 
1951, at Nome, as a fugitive from justice and was ordered 
held for Washington State authorities. His residence at 
that time was given as Nome, Alaska, and his birth place as 
Ozark, Missouri, on August 8, 1910. The records reflected 
that he had a piece of paper in his pocket reading, "Mr. CECIL 
AUGUSTUS STONER, 2846 South West ll2th, Seattle ee Washington," 
and a piece of stationery on which was written, "My address: 
60h Columbia, Apt. No. 1, Mother; NELL7ANDERSON, 2200 Miller 
Ave., Van." The record reflected that he receivedea course 
of instructions in saxophone addressed to Mr, OGpbouER

Confidential Informant T-12 advised on January 22, 1951 
that CECIL STONER may be trying to go to Alaska under an assumed 
name,. According to the informant, STONER may try to obtain a 

cifferent Social Security No. under an assumed name, _T, Je 

JERMAN, a member of the Communist Party in Seattle, Washington, 
according to the informant, told STONER that the screening of 
workers in Alaska was "much harder" than it was on the Seattle 
waterfront. 


Mr, SAMMY MOGG, Sr., a furrier and tour conductor, Nome, 
Alaska, stated that he had met the subject, whom he knows as 
CECIL ONER, about the middle of May 1953, having been introduced 
to him by his brother-in-law, ED EUGULIK, EUGULIK upon introducing 
subject to MOGG advised that the subject wanted to go on a walrus 
hunt to Little Diomede Isiand, It was not MOGG's intention to 
accompany the subject on this trip but when five other passengers 
cancelled their tours MOGG decided to take STONER along. Between 
the middle of May and the actual departure for Little Diomede ; 
Island, MOGG and his crew hunted walrus and seal off the beach at 
Nome, Alaska, During this time STONER visited the MOGG home on 
several occasions and expressed a desire to go on these local trips 
He said that he could not afford to pay for the small trips as he © 
was saving his money for the trip to Little Diomede Island, MOGG 
said that he reluctantly allowed STONER to go on two of the trips 1 
the Nome area as a passenger, 


About one week before the departure for Little Diomede 
Island, MOGG quit hunting in front of Nome and concentrated on 
getting his equipment and boats in shape, STONER helped and acted 
like a regular crew member, 


MOGG said that STONER dropped into the MOGG residence 
one evening and advised that his landlord had rented his room in 
his absence, MOGG therefore allowed STONER to stay in a vacant 
shack next to his house. From that time on MOGG said STONER was 
a frequent visitor at his home, STONER told the MOGGs that he

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was a Southerner; that he had a wealthy grandfather in California. . 
STONER was very solicitous of MOGG's children's welfare, is 


One evening during a conversation at the MOGG home 
Big Diomede Island was mentioned, at which time STONER said he 
thought anyone could go there and not be bothered by the Russians, . 
This became a constant theme of his but since he continuously 
repeated everything that he said the MOGGs did not pay too much. 
attention to him, 


MOGG said that on the trip north from Nome to Wales 

they stopped at Tin City, which was the first time that he noticed 
STONER was carrying in his gear a collapsible rubber life raft whic’ 
he had seen in the shack which he loaned to STONER in Nome. MOGG : 

was annoyed at this because he specified that no excess or needless 
baggage would be allowed on the trip, When he asked STONER why : 
he had brought it STONER said that he was planning to get off at 
Wales on the return trip. 


The party continued from Tin City to Wales where they 
spent the night. The entire party slept in the school house,- As 
all of the baggage had to be unloaded and reloaded before departing 
for Little Diomede Island, MOGG suggested to STONER that the : 
latter leave the rubber raft at Wales as long as he was coming 
back there, STONER became annoyed at this suggestion and said 
that the raft did not weigh much and that he did not want his 
belongings separated and that he intended to bring the raft along 
with him, Inasmuch as the MOGGs were afraid of STONER's terrible 
temper they gave in to him and permitted him to take the raft 
with him : 


MOGG said that the subject appeared to be an authority 
on every topic and for that reason became quite unpopular with the 
crew, which almost ignored him completely. 


MOGG said that STONER appeared very excited when they 
finally approached the landing at Little Diomede Island. MOGG gave 
the instructions that all the passengers! baggage be placed in one 
pile, but STONER kept his baggage apart and stayed close to it. 


Soon after the party arrived at Little Diomede Island, 
MOGG secured permission from Father THOMAS CUNNINGHAM, Sodas tO 
house the women passengers in the church quarters, MOGG then 
suggested that everyone retire, but before doing so all of the 
travelers were invited by the women passengers to have something 
to-.eat, MOGG recalls that STONER did not appear right away, He 
stayed on the beach until the others had started to eat, When 
STONER finally came to the church he did not remain long but ate 
quite a bit in a hurry, 
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MOGG said that everyone started to prepare for bed, 
and he thought that STONER would stay in the cabin which he 
had arranged for the men passengers, Before going to sleep he 
said that he had told ALICE IYAPANNA, who generally stayed up 
most of the night, to keep an eye on STONER around the village. 
MOGG then went to bed, 


MOGG said about 2:30 AM, Saturday, June_13,1953, ALICE 
TYAPANNA came to his cabin very excited and told him "That big 
man has gone.to Diomede", MOGG said he went outside immediately 
put by that time he could not see STONER with the naked eye, 
Through binnoculars he spotted STONER rounding the northern point 
of Big Diomede Island, Shortly after rounding the point someone 
said he was coming back again. It looked to most of the people 
on the island who had been awakened that STONER was coming back 
because he came back into view but circled back again and rounded 
the point again for the last time, He did not come back into view 
again. . . 


MOGG said that he heard some talk to the effect that 
two shots resembling a signal had been fired but he said he did 
not hear them, He also said that one of the young boys on the 
island reported that STONER carried a pistol in a shOulder holster 
when he was on the boat, 


SAMMY MOGG and his wife said that they both considered 
STONER as a passenger on the trip and not as a crew member, Mrs, 
MOGG said that from her conversation with the subject at her home 
as well as from her observations of him when en route from Nome 
to Tin City, to Wales, to Little Diomede Island, it was her opinion 
that "CECIL is nuts", SAMMY MOGG was of the same opinion, Neither . 
Mr, nor Mrs, MOGG ever saw STONER taking photographs, drawing 
maps or making any written notes, Both My, and Mrs, MOGG identifiec 
STONER as identical with the photograph of CECIL AUGUST STONER, 
FBI No, 4867013, —
